Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 9/22/05 has been fully considered and made of record. 

2. The rejection of claim 1 which was rejected in Office Action mailed on 5/17/05 under 35 
USC 102; that claim is rejected under 35 USC 102 herein for substantially the same reasons as 
provided in the previous Office Action which is incorporated herein and made a part hereof. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the following reasons: 

In view of applicant's remarks from pages 4-6, it appears that applicant attempts to read 
the specification into the claim 1 by assigning numerical values to the structural limitations, 
without claiming all these limitations. (See also MPEP 608.0 l(m)) 

Applicant urges that Olson does not teach an electrical box (Remarks, page 4). Indeed, 
Olson does teach an electrical box system (Fig. 1, 12) which houses elements 12, 26, 182 and 
1 10 or 190, containing electrical wiring. 

Applicant's assertions that Olson does not teach the mounting of the wiring panel within 
the electrical box (Remarks, page 5, lines 14-117; Claim 1, line 3) were traversed since Olson 
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teaches the mounting of a wiring panel (Fig. 1, 28 & 30 & 32) within the electrical box system 
(Fig. 1, 12). The same response is considered for the remarks about the limitation of "routing a 
power cable into the electrical box" (Remarks, page 5, last paragraph; Claim 1, line 6). 

It appears that Applicant fails to recognize the scope of the claim when judged in view of 
Olson. (See MPEP 21 1 1 and In re Geum, 26 USPQ 2 nd 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993)).
